Apropos to, G. H. A. on eities it is true 
that the niöktalſty per cent is. and always 
was, higher in these social “ulcera” than 
in the country—which must be the ulcer- 

“infested body.” ‘But the difference has 
diminished in a marked degree. In 
1830 Macauley was able to say that the 
mortality of Glasgow, Leeds and Man- 
chester was considerably less per cent 
than that of England, taking town and 
country together, - If we analyze these 
phenomena with a view to arriving at 
their causes, we shall, I think, see much 
reason.to hove tat the mortality of cit- 
ies will soon be less than that of the 
country. For, in the first place, it is 
certainly diminishing in a much higher 
ratio. It is larger, probably, on account 
of overcrowding in particular districts. 
This evil is being greatly mitigated by 
the suburb with gas, telephone, trolley 
and elevated railroad. City mortality 
is diminishing fas er than country, be- 
cause the city, much more than the 
country, is the site of wealth, knowledge 
and enterprise. Already diphtheria is 
far more prevalent and fatal in the coun- 
try than the cities. Diseases of conta- 
gion, as scarlet fever and smallpox, are 
much sooner stamped out in a city than 
a village. The diseases of insuflicient 
nutrition—leprosy, itch, scurvy, scrof- 
ula, phthisis, typhoid aud typhus fever 
are all far more rural than urban, though 
the ultimate source of wealth be in the 
country. Accidents by lightning are five 
times as common in the country as in 
the cities. But the chief reasons for 
preferring city life to country are moral. 
I suspect G. H. A. is mistaken in think- 
ing the country children brighter than 
the urban. It is true many of the 
smartest city men were born in the coun- 
try. Butitis also true that very few 
smart country boys stay in the country, 
and that very few smart city boys go 
there—surely a capital argument against 

taking it for the site of progressive en- 
terprise. The average country child is 
stupid ; and selection, by draining smart 
men to the cities, makes the rural aver- 
age relatively lower in each generation. 
The percentage of country people arrest- 
ed and convicted for emme is larger than 
that of city people, though their police 
is far less efficient. This statistical fact 
shows the cant about rustic innocence 
to be all bosh—a simple mistake, found- 
ed on this misleading cireumstance, that 
city vice, unlike rural, collects in places 
where it can be easily seen. 

Christianity, Protestantism and the 
French revolution won their victories in 
eities, while the country remained (it 
does still) royalistic, popish, and even 
largely pagan. 

‘The great reason why a new ideal so- 
ciety should begin in the city is that.the 
solitude of a crowd protects it. In the 
country every neighbor is a spy. The 
value of reforin writing is measured by 
the abuse it brings (Garrison’s Law); 
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measured by the difficulties and hazards} Let me call your attention to one or

do not live in a large city. I should 
have no fear of ever wanting one in 
Chicago. Many poor fellows do, no 
doubt; but Lam pretty confident noth- 
ing like as wäny per cent of the popu- 
lation as those who steal turnips and 
dodge bulldogs on the prairies. This, 
at any rate, is certain—that public char- 
ity costs much more in the country than 
in the cities.

FROM MR. CHASE. 


About what a man could cultivate 
well would constitute occupancy atd 
use.—O. A. Verity, in DISCONTENT of 
February 8. 


“Why don’t you fire, you darned fool? 
What do you just keep taking aim for?“ 
Well, dad, every time I get sighted on 
a duck another one swims right in be- 
tween.” I experience the same kind of 
difficulty in attempting to criticize Mr. 
Verity’s proposition. It is pregnable at 
so many points that I am puzzled where 
to begin upon it. I would comment 
upon the rhetoric but for the fact thas 
what Mr. Verity means is obvious 
enough; and, again, I don't, want to 
give him any excuse for, retaliating. 
People who live in glass houses, etc. 
Mr. Verity intended to say that a man 
should be permitted to remain in undis- 
turbed and untaxed possession of. as 
much land as he can cultivate properly ; 
or as much as he may need for the pur- 
pose of deriving a reasonably comforta- 
ble subsistence. I.might urge that this 
is about as definite as the assertion that 
a piece of cheese is as big as a lump of 
chalk, but in a sparsely settled territory, 
where the principal occupation was agri- 
culture, that is ordinary farming, a rule 
as loose as this, might answer. Some 
would be sure to take up more land than 
they could use to advantage, but as, 
presumably, there would be much more 
than enough to go round that fact would 
not make much difference. But I shall 
have to remind Mr. Verity that in some 
parts of this country we have advanced 
beyond the stage where each man pro- 
duces directly, or almost directly, the 
‘things that be consumes. This ad- 
vancement necessitates that some land 
be used for other purposes than raising 
corn and cabbages, or even as the sites 
of country stores, carpenter and black- 
smith shops, saw and grist mills, etc. 
About how mucb land in the lower part 
of Manhattan island do you think a 
man could “cultivate well,“ Mr. Verity? 

Now, lam prepared to admit that if 
all unused land were thrown open there 
would be à great shrinkage in the rental 
value of Manhattan island, but not that 
the rental- valne: would disappear en- 
tirely or be reduced to insignificant pro- 
portions. Not by, any means. Even 
under such conditions to use any of the 
present site of New York proper for 
agricultural purposes. would be like 
using a palace car fora ben coop. And 
the same would be true with regard to 
the sites of, all our larger cities and at 
least portions of the land in all centres 
of population. 

I think, Mr. Verity, that economic 
propositions should haye reference to 
things as they are, not as they were 
when white people first began to come 
to America, or ae you imagine they will

Again, since the proper 
location of highways) is a matter that 
concerns the community asa commun- 
ity, do you think an individual member 
of the community ought to be permitted 
to convert what might be a convenient 
thoronghfare into a useless cul de sac, 
or else compel a deviation that will de- 
‘tract from its utility and sightliness and 
entail ad litional travel and expense of 
transportation upon all who have ecca- 
sion to use it? 


Again, do you thinikeie would be wise 
to let anyboly who wished to do so lay 
rails, pipes, wires, etc., along the streets? 
But it’s no use to keep on. The ducks 
keep swimming in faster than I can 
draw a bead on them.
